To give 
he governor as much time as possible 
he music was omitted from the pro- 
gram, and he delivered the people an 
address on the subject of good gov-

hat would not go the same way that 
he last lot had done. 
The governor gave it as his opinion 


that the way to do away with this evil 
vas to nominate the officers at a pri- 
nary election, when all the people 
vould have a chance to vote for the 
nan who proposed to run for office, or 
.0 vote for any man they would like 
to run for on ollice, thus doing away 
with any possibility of machine poli- 
ics. 


The governor spoke in an earnest 


and convincing- manner and elicited 
nuch applause from the audience, 
which seemed to be with him uiiani- 
noiisly. At the conclusion of his ad- 
dress the members of the Leaug 
-equested that they might have tlie 
lonor of shaking hands with the gov- 
ernor, which they did, after which the 
ueeting- adjourned, the orchestra ren- 
dering several selections in the mean- 
time. 


The meeting convened again on 


Thursday forenoon at 9:30 o'clock, on 
ivhich occosion the regular business 
of the association was taken up. The 
first on the program was "Wisconsin's 
Water Supplies" by W. G. Kerchoffer 
of 
Baraboo. 
Mr. Kerchoffer is a 


civil engineer and gave a very inter- 
esting discussion on this most inter- 
esting subject. 
The leader of the 


discussion on this subject was Prof. 
F. E. Turneaure of the Tniversity of 
Wisconsin. . 


This was followed bv an interesting 


talk by Mayor Hurt Williams of Ash- 
land on the subject of "Legislative 
J\eeds of Cities." Mr. Williams is 
one of the young mayors of Wiscon- 
sin, but he is an able talker and a 
deep thinker and gave the delegates a 
very interesting talk. The discussion 
on this subject was lead by Mayo 
Victor P. Richardson of Janesvillc. 


F. A. Hutching, secretary of the 


Wisconsin Free Library Commission 
of Madison, gave a very interesting 
talk on "The Library as a Depart- 


:nl of City Government," and the 


discussion on this subject was led by 
Mayor A. D. Douglas of Monroe 
This closed the forenoon session. 


The afternoon session was opened 


by a talk by Jud^e John A. Gaynor 
on "Grand Rapids' Plan of Dealing 
with Public Utilities." Mr. Gaynor 
gave them an outline of the methods 
pursued in organizing and operating 
our co-operative telephone and elec- 
tric light systems, and told of the 
benefits and advantages gained bv 
thc citizens in following out these 
methods. 


"Municipal Ownership of Water- 


works" was tlie subject of an address 
by Mayor W. A. Wyse of Keedsburg. 
Mr. Wyse paper was short and to tiie 
point, as he noted the benefits to be 
derived by a city owning its own 
waterworks plant." The discussion on 
tiic above subjects was led by Hon. 
W. C. Leitsch of Columbus. In his 
opinion the co-operative plan was, as 
he expressed it, stopping at the half 
way house, municipal ownership be- 
ing much to be preferred over the co- 
operative plan. 
There was consid- 


erable discussion and explanation bv 
those present, after which the after- 
noon session closed. 
, 


The evening session was called to 


order by Mayor Hurt Williams, the 
new president of the league, who got 
the audience in a good humor by a 
few well chosen a:id humorous "re- 
marks, after which he introduced the 


peaker of the evening, Mayor David 
S. Hose of Milwaukee. 


Mr. Rose contined himself exclu- 


sively to matters of municipal gov- 
'rnment. He told of methods pur- 
sued in his own city and how they 
tad been brought about, and what had 
>een accomplished by persistent effort 
if buth mayor and common council. 


His talk from start to finish was 


clear and to the point, and easily un- 
lerstuod by all. One point that lie 
ouched on, the matter of attending 
ind voting at primaries, was along 
he same Hue and almost identical 
vi'.li what was said by Governor La- 
.•Vilette the evening before. That it 
.vas the neglect of the citizen, the 
ipathv of the voter, that made it hard 
to make a 
municipal government 
clean. 


To anyone who listened to Mr. Kose 
peak, there could be no doubt of his 
sincerity and the interest lie takes in 
uunicipal government. Probably his 
.alk was not as interesting to some of 
.he people here as it might have been 
:'rom the fact that he was speaking 
rom the viewpoint of a man who has 
gained all his experience in tlie larg- 
est town in the state, while the greater 
lart of his hearers were people who 
lived nearly their lifetime in what 
night truthfully be termed a country 
town. 


The conditions here are entirely 


liiferent from what they are in a large 
city, and problems that have taken 
them years to solve have as vet never 
)een heard of here. Mr. Ruse also 
spoke of the matter of city charter 
ind how impossible it had been found 
to frame a charter that would apply to 
ill cities. His entire paper was" an 
nteresting one and one that could be 
listened to with profit by both the city 
officer and tlie man who elects him. 


Mr. Rosespoke many words of praise 


for our beautiful city," and said that if 
the people of Grand" Rapids only did 
one-half as much for themselves as 
:iature had done for them, they would 
:iave one of the most beautiful cities 
n the state. Mr. Kose was necessarily 
liurried a little by being compelled to 
.cave for home on the 9:42, and as he 
spoke up to the minute of leaving, he 
liad very liltle chance of meeting 
many people who would have liked to 
liave a word with him. 


At the conclusion of the speeches it 


was announced that the floor would be 
cleared and dancing indulged in, and 
shortly after ten o'clock the hall was 
the scene of a merry crowd who kept 
up the fun until one o'clock in the 
morning.

DEATH BY SUICIDE. 


ALBKHT KElSKrVBORIS A VICTIM 


Was Kppnremly of Sound Mind und 


No Cause is Known for the 


Hash Deed. 


Albert Weisenborn took his own life 


in Thursday morning by 
shooting 


liimself witii a revolver, dying alinos't 
Distantly. 


It is prubable the people <*f Grand 


Rapids were never more surprised and 
.hocked than on Thursday morning 
when the report was circulated thai 
Albert Weisenborn was dead and that 
his death was the result of his own 
rash act. 


The story of the tradegy is simple 


ind there are very few details, and 
iiothing that can be" learned that would 
justify the man in his act. 


It seems that Mr. Weisenborn got up 


on Thursday morningabout six-o'clock 
and announced that he intended to 
commit suicide. He went onto the 
back porch of his house in his night 
clothes and his wife followed him in 
the same condition. 


Tlie unfortunate man seated himself 


and his wife sat on his lap to try to 
dissuade him from the act he contem- 
plated, but her entreaties were in vain. 
He carried with him u large 44 caliber 
revolver of 
the Colt 
pattern, and 


while his wife was talking to him he 
turned the weapon onto himself and 
discharged it. The bullet entered his 
left side below the heart and tlie poor 
unfortunate pitched forward a dead 
man, his life blood spurting over him- 
self and his wife. 


Medical aid was summoned at once, 


but a hasty examination showed that 
he could be of no avail, as it was 
evident that if the bullet did strike 
the heart it had gone so close to the 
vital organ that death had been almost 
instantaneous, as tlie immense ball 
had passed entirely through the body 
and come out of the back slightly on 
the right side. 


Justice W. H. Getts was notified and 


he immediately impaneled a coroners 
jury consisting of Robt. 
Rowland, 


Claude Ratelle, Win. Kaye, W. L. 
Lain, J. J. Hax.x.ard and F. C. Thomp- 
son, and they viewed the remains and 
adjourned to make their report later. 


Mr. Weisenborn was a 
man 
of 


exemplary habits, quiet and reserved 
and of magnificent physique, and 
almost the last person one would pick 
out to commit an act of this sort. He 
was known, however to have melan- 
choly spells and on former occasions 
he had said that he would commit 
suicide, but some sensible talk from 
his wife had always brought him to a 
realization of his rashness, so that 
nothing of a sensational character had 
ever resulted before. 


What caused-him to carry out the 


threat on this occasion cannot be 
imagined as he had been in the best of 
spirits the night before up to tlie time 
of going to bed. 


The body was taken to Waupaca on 


Friday morning at which place the 
young man's parents reside, and who 
are well-to-do 
people. The

Handy New Barrel. 


I'or farmers who preserve and ox- 


port fruit, as well as for growers, but- 
ter merchants, sea captains and many 
others, a new barrel has much Interest. 


In order to ascertain the condition of 


fruit or provisions which are stored In 
an ordinary barrel n man must either 
empty the barrel or, at any rate, re- 
move tho greater portion of Its con- 
tents. If he uses this new barrel, how- 
ever, all this troifblo will be unneces- 
sary, sluco one of Its staves Is mov- 
able and whenever he desires to Inspect 
tho contents of the barrel all he need 
do Is to move this stave to one side. 


After he has satisfied himself that 


the contents are In good condition be 
can replace tho stave, and it will be 
hold firmly in proper position by the 
hoops. 


Another advantage. Is (bat In this 


way fresh air can at any lime be ad- 
mitted to all parts of the barrel, and 


few years ago a neighbor complained 
to us that bis cows were not giving 
their usual amount of milk, and were 
growing lean, and some of them were! 
scouring badly. The ration he was feed-' 
ing seemed to be in the right propor- 
tions, and his ensilage was good. At'tei 
examining all else, we asked to see the 
shorts, which he fed quite liberally. 
We saw it, we smelled of It, and then 
wo tsisted of It. 
Although it looked 


and smelled all right, the taste was 
enough to reveal that It was as sour 
us any pickle. All the good qualities 
had been destroyed 
by overhoati.ic; 


when damp, and while the regrluding 
had reduced the caked lumps and tak- 
en away the sour smell, It had not re- 
stored the feeding value. And of tha-t 
It probably never bad any more than 
coarse bran and the sweepings of the 
mill that might have been added to It. 
—New England Homestead.

A finoil Seed Hcil. 


The importance of having land made 


well pulverized and 
mellow beforo 


seeds are sown or planted hi It la not 
all In the fact that tho roots penetrate 
It better when so than when It is In 
coarse lumps, nnd thus find more eas- 
ily the plant food that Is In It, though 
this Is an Important consideration, but 
It is true that the seed germinates more 
rapidly after two or three days, and 
with some varieties a week, before it 
comes up in soil that Is but half work- 
ed, In which, by tho way, much seed 
may fail to germinate at all. The soil 
that is fine nnd mellow 
fits 
closely 


around the seed and gives a supply of 
moisture lo all pnrls alike. It excludes 
the drying air, nnd yet. it is more even- 
ly warmed by a bright sun, which helps 
to draw up moisture from below by 
capillary attraction. 
An extra day 


spent in putting a Held in good condi- 
tion before the seed is put In will not 
only hasten the growth ami maturity 
of the crop, but will 
increase 
its 


amount.- Exchange. 


Inexpensive Corn Marker. 


Many of the expensive corn markers 


are quite complicated, hence farmers 
give up using them and go back to the 
old methods. The one shown in the 
illustration is so simple and so inexpen- 
sive to construct that any farmer with 
a considerable area to put into corn 
will find it well worth having. 


The construction can be readily seen

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COUNCIL IN SESSION. 


Brldgr Commlllee Ma» Decided Nol 


10 Build a New Bridg«- 


The committee appointed to look 


over and investigate the bridge mat- 
ter as it exists here, reported at^ tlie 
meeting of the city council on lues- 
day evening. They recommended that 
the bridge as it now stands shall be 
rebuilt by substituting iron to replace 
the wood"now in the bridge, and thus 
carry out the original intention of the 
builders of the present bridge. 


U is estimated that the cost of re- 


building the bridge will be somewhere 
between 311,000 and S14,000. It is the 
intention to widen the sidewalks on 
the bridge to seven or eight feet, but of 
course the roadway in the middle can- 
not be widened. The bridge, when 
rebuilt, will canswer all the require- 
ments of a new bridge with the ex- 
ception that rigs will have to pass 
over the structure on a walk the same 
as they do now, which would not be 
the case had a new bridge of steel 
been built. The report of the com- 
mittee on this matter was adopted. 


A settlement was effected between 


the city and Maud Fuller, the latter 
having a claim against the city for 
haying hurt herself on a defective 
walk. The matter was settled by the 
payment of 5375. 


The city also settled with G. Bru- 


derli for S45, he having hurt himself 
last summer by falling into an open 
ditch left bv the building or the water- 
works. 
A petition was presented from the 


Badger Box & Lumber Co. which had 
been under consideration by the street 
committee. The box company wants 
a water main built to their factory for 
fire protection. The street committee 
reported that the main would be con- 
structed provided that the box com- 
pany would agree to use S75 worth of 
water yearly. The report was adopted. 


City Attorney Gay nor reported that 


he had not had time as yet to prose- 
cute the railroad companies for not 
putting in gates at their crossings as 
he had been directed to do at the last 
meeting of the council, but that he 
expected to do so in the near future. 


A petition was presented from the 


policemen of the city asking for an 
increase of salary over the present 
rate. The prayer of the petitioners 
was denied, owing to the fact that the 
council is not empowered to raise any 
salaries of city officials or workmen 
except in the mouth of February. 


Aldermen Rossier and Gross were 


re-elected to serve on the board of 
review during the ensuing year, which 
meets on the first Monday in Tuly. _ 


The mayor reported that applica- 


tions had been made by several poor 
people asking for aid, since the aban- 
donment of the county poor system on 
Mav IS. To meet the exigencies of 
the occasion P. McCamley was ap- 
pointed poor commissioner cf the city 
of Grand Rapids. 


Several other matters of minor im- 


portance were disposed of and a num- 
ber of accounts allowed, after which 
the meeting adjourned.

ness transacted, but as the delegates 
arrived they were assigned to their 
quarters aud made as comfortable as 
possible by the reception committee, 
who were 011 haud with rigs at all the 
depots. 


The nr^t meeting of the delegates 


was held at the opera house on Wed- 
nesday evening, where long before 
the hour of eight, the time for the 
meeting, the hall had been crc \vded to 
the doors with the people who were 
anxious to hear Governor LaFollette 
deliver his address before the League. 


The meeting was opened by Mayor 


Wheelan, who gave a short address of 
welcome, and also explained the pur- 
pose of the Wisconsin League* of 
Municipalities and the object ia hold- 
ing- annual reunions like the one in 
this city. 


Mr. Wheelan was followed by Mayor 


L. C. Boyle of Viroqua. president of 
the League, who thanked* the mayor 
and the people for the reception thev 
had received in this eitv. 
He also 


told of the work done by the League 
in the past and what it hoped to ac- 
complish in the future. He made his 
talk a brief one. however, as he was 
to be followed by GovernorLaFoilette. 
whose time was limited owing to the 
fact that he wanted to get array on 
the 9:42 train going south. To give 
the governor as much time as possible 
the music was omitted from the pro- 
gram, and he delivered the people an 
address on the subject of good gov- 
ernment of municipalities that was 
most Interesting from start to finish. 
He told of-the giving away of valu- 
able franchises In the large" cities b y 
boodling- aldermen and corrupt may- 
ors, and mentioned how Impossible it 
seemed to be to get men Into ofnce 
that would not go the same way that 
the last lot had done. 


The governor gave It as his opinion 


that the way to do away with this evil 
was to nominate the officers at a pri- 
mary election, when all the people 
would have a chance to vote for the 
man -who proposed to run for ofnee. or 
to vote for any man thev would like 
to run for on omce, thus doing awav 
with any possibility of machine poli- 
tics. 


The governor spoke In aa earnest 


and convincing manner and elicited 
much applause from the audience, 
which seemed to be with him unani- 
mously. At the conclusion of his ad- 
dress the members of the Leauge 
requested that they might have the 
honor of shaking hands with the gov- 
ernor, which they did. after which the 
meeting adjourned, the orchestra ren- 
dering several selections In the mean- 
time. 


The meeting convened again on 


Thursday forenoon at 9:30 o'clock, on 
which occosion the regular business 
or the association was taken up. The 
first on the program was "Wisconsin's 
Water Supplies" by W. G. Kerchoffer 
of 
Baraboo. 
Mr. Serchoffer Is a 


civil engineer and gave a very inter- 
esting discussion on this most inter- 
esting subject. 
The leader of the 


discussion on this subject was Prof. 
F. E. Turneaure of the TDiversity of 
Wisconsin. - 


This was followed by an Interesting 


talk by Mayor Burt Williams of Ash- 
iand on the subject of "Legislative 
Xeeds of Cities." Mr. Williams Is 
one of the young nja3-ors of Wiscon- 
sin, but he Is an able talker and a 
deep thinker and gave the delegates a 
very interesting talk. The discussion 
on this subject was lead by Mayor 
Victor P. Richardson of Janesviiie". 


F. A. Hutchins. secretary of the 


Wisconsin Free Libra-3- Commission 
of Madison, gave a very Interesting 
talk on '-The Library as a Depart- 
ment of CIt3- Government," and" the 
discussion on this subject was led by 
Mayor A. D- Douglas of Monroe. 
Thls closed the forenoon session. 


The afternoon session was opened 


by a talk 03- Jud^e John A. Gaynor 
on "Grand'Rapics' Plan of Dealing 
with Public Utilities." Mr. Gaynor 
gave them an outline of the methods 
pursued In organizing and operating 
our co-operative telephone and elec- 
tric light S3'stems. and told of the 
benefits and advantages gained by 
tne citizens in following out these 
methods.

Mr. Rose confined himself exclu- 


sively to matters of municipal gov- 
ernment. He told of methods pur- 
sued in his own city and how they 
had been brought about, and what had 
been accomplished by persistent effort 
of both mayor aud common council- 


His talk from start to finish was 


clear and to the point, and easily un- 
derstood by all. One point that he 
touched on, the matter of atteiiding- 
and voting- at primaries, was along 
the same line and almost identical 
wiih what \vas said by Governor La- 
Follette the evening before- That it 
was the neglect of the citizen, the 
apathy of the voter, that made it hard 


' to make a 
municipal government 
clean. 


To anyone who listened to Mr. Rose 


speak, there could be no doubt of his 
sincerity and the interest he takes in 
municipal government. Probably his 
talk was not as interesting to some of 
the people here as it might have been 
from the fact that he was speaking 
from the viewpoint of a man who has 
gained all his experience in the larg- 
est town in the state, while the greater 
part of his hearers were people who 
lived nearly their lifetime in what 
might truthfully be termed a couutry 
town. 


The conditions here are entirely 


durerent from what thev are In a larye 
city, and problems that have taken 
them years to solve have as yet never 
been heard of here. Mr. Rose also 
spoke of the matter of city charter 
and how impossible it had been found 
to frame a charter that would apolv to 
all cities. His entire paper was" an 
interesting one and one that could be 
listened to with profit by both the city 
ofiicer and the man who elects him. 


Mr. Rose spoke man}- words of praise 
| for our beautiful city, and said that if 
the people of Grand. Rapids only did 
one-half as much for themselves as 
nature had done for them, thev would 
have one of the most beautiful cities 
in the state. Mr. Rose was uecessarily 
hurried a little by being compelled to 
leave for home on the 9:42. and as he 
spoke up to the minute of leaving, he 
had very little chance of meeting 
many people who would have liked to 
have a word with him. 


At the conclusion of the speeches it 


was announced that the floor would be 
cleared and dancing indulged in. and 
shortly after ten o'clock the hall was 
the scene of a merry crowd who kept 
up the fun until one o'clock in the 
morning.

The story of the tradegv is simwle 


and there are very few details, and 
nothing that can be learned that would 
justify the man in his act- 


It seems that Mr. Weisenborn got uu 


on Thursday morning about six o'clock 
aud announced that he intended to 
commit suicide. He went onto the 
back porch of his house in his night 
clothes and his wife followed him in 
the same condition. 


The unfortunate man seated himself 


and his wife sat on his lap to try to 
dissuade him from the act he contem- 
plated, but her entreaties were in vain. 
He carried with him a large 44 caliber 
revolver of the Colt 
pattern, 
and 


while his wife was talking to him he 
turned the weapon onto himself and 
discharged it. The bullet entered his 
left side below the heart and the poor 
unfortunate pitched forward a dead 
man. his life blood spurting over him- 
self and his wife. 


Medical aid was summoned at once, 


but a hasty examination showed that 
he could be of no avail, as it was 
evident that if the bullet did strike 
the heart it had gone so close to the 
vital organ that death had been almost 
instantaneous, as the immense ball 
had passed entirely through the body 
and come out of the back slightly on 
the right side. 


Justice W. H. Getts was notified and 


he immediately impaneled a coroners 
jury consisting of Robt. 
Rowland, 


Claude Ratelle, Wm. Kaye, "VT. L. 
Lain, J. J. Hazzard and F. C. Thomp- 
son, and they viewed the remains and 
adjourned to make their report later. 


Mr. 'Weisenborn was a man of

He 
was known, however to have melan- 
choly spells and on former occasions 
he had said that he would commit 
suicide, but some sensible talk from 
his wife had always brought him. to a 
realization of his rashness, so that 
nothing of a. sensational character had 
ever resulted before.

of going to bed.

economic professors and students.

well directed and deserving endeavor 
amply rewarded. 


The gains divided must not be re- 


garded as gratuities, but as having 
been earned, it at all times being re- 
membered that profits do not create 
themselves, but are the result of em- 
ciencv. economy and excellence. 


To insure the faithful performance 


of duty, on part of each in his sphere. 
a system of fines and penalties for 
derelictions should be established: not 
Oppressive in amount, nor objection- 
able in application, but impartially

been preferred against him.

Joseph Minett, who murderously assault- 
ed John Mulaney and his housekeeper. 
Miss Louise Brown, at the home of the 
former in Kacine county, near Mukwon- 
ago, Sunday night, was' captured eorly 
this morning by Sheriff Blair and Dep- 
uty Robert Boyd. The man was ac the 
county fair grounds, about half a mile 
south of the city limits, and apparently 
he had been lying there for several hours 
to escape the fury of the storm which 
raged nearly all night iu this vicinity. 


The officers discovered yesterday, when 


searching for Minett, that he had gone 
to Mukwoaago early in the morning and 
had purchased some whisky and a!s.o had 
several drinks. About three hours iater 
someone reported that a man answering 
the description of the fugitive had been 
seen near the Big Marsh between Muk- 
wouago and Vernon. sixl the Waukesha 
officers then traced him nearly to 
>~er- 


non station. 
Underslierifr McKay and 


Deputy Boyd followed his tracks to a 
point on the railroad adjoining a thick 
patch of woods, but their efforts to find 
him there proved unavailing. Farmers 
in the vicinity were warned to be oa 
the lockout for Minett and hold any sus- 
picious character who might answer the 
description given them. 
Late last even- 


ing a gang ot section men on the Wis- 
consin Central railroad reported that 
they say a man who might be Miaett 
about two miles south of mis city. The 
officers immediately started ia that direc- 
tion and watched the country carefully 
all night. Shortly after 4:30"this morn- 
ing Blair and Boyd returned as far as 
the fair grounds and proceeded to search 
ic carefully, and their efforts were re- 
warded when they discovered their man 
in one of the buildings. He inade no ef- 
forts to escape when he saw he oScera 
aad was brought back to the jail here 
and will be taken to Racine today, the 
crime having been committed in Ra-
